In  its  own  inim* 
itable  language,  it  '^is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than 
any  two-edged  sword — is  a  discemer  of  the  thoughts  and  in- 
tents of  the  heart'' — '^is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof^ 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness:  that  the  man  of 
Grod  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works.

In  selecting  topics,  care  has  been  taken  to  embrace  those 
which  have  a  prominence  in  the  Bible,  and  which  in  all  ages 
have  been  considered  of  primary  importance  in  theological  and 
moral  inquiry.  Such  manifestly  are  those  which  relate  to  the 
perfections,  prerogatives,  designs,  providence,  and  law  of  God — 
the  character,  rights,  and  destiny  of  man — the  economy  of 
grace,  or  way  and  terms  of  salvation  through  Christ — our 
essential  duties  towards  Grod  and  each  other,  and  civil  and 
religious  institutions. 

Christian  nations  are  far  more  indebted  to  the  Bible  for  their 
elevation  above  heathenism,  than  is  commonly  believed.  The 
revealed  &cts  respecting  Grod  and  his  designs  and  government — 
the  precepts  of  his  law,  clothed  with  infinite  authority  —  the 
promises  of  his  grace,  and  the  threatenings  of  his  justice,  are 
the  best  safeguards  against  disgraceful  and  ruinous  vices. 

It  is  believed  that  a  convenient  and  faithful  compilation  of 
proo&  from  the  Bible,  upon  its  weighty  and  practical  subjects, 
may  prove  one  of  the  most  effective  auxiliaries  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  ei^terprise.

against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in 
the  daily  ministration.  2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them^  and  said,  'It  is  not  reason  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  Grod,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.  4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continuallj 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word.  5  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man 
full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  prose- 
lyte of  Antioch,  6.  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and 
when  they  hafl  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

1  Tim.  3:  8  Likewise  must  the  deacons  he  grave,  not  double- 
tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre  ; 
9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  10 
And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  office 
of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless.  11  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave>  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all  things.  12 
Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their 
children  and  their  own  houses  well.  13  For  they  that  have 
used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.

Ac  14:  23  When  th6y  had  ordained  them  eiders  in  every 
dmrch,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord.*- 20:  17  From  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and 
called  the  elders  of  the  church. 

Tit  1:  5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thoa 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee. 

Jam.  5:  14  Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him  call  for  the 
elders  of  the  church.

28: 19  Gro  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

1  delivered  unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  24  And  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  tV,  and  said,  Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.

30  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  siddy  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.    [See  397.]

Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  GiHcia.  24  Forasmuch 
as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us,  have 
troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying.  Ye 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we  gave  na 
sttch  commandment :  25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  as- 
sembled with  one  accord,  to  send  chosea  men  unto  you,  with 
our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :  26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  ihe  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  27  We 
have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell  you  the 
same  things  by  mouth.  28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these 
necessary  things;  29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered 
to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 
fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  welL 
Fare  ye  welL 
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109.  CkurA  discipline. 

Ps.  141: 5  Let  the  righteous  smite  me ;  it  shall  he  a  kindness: 
And  let  him  reprove  me ;  %i  shall  be  an  excellent  oil,  which  shall 
not  break  my  head. 

Mat.  18: 15  If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  &alt  between  thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shall 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thj  brother.  16  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established.

Therefore  put  away  from  among  yourselves  that 
widked  person. 

Gal.  6: 1  Brethren,  if^a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ; 
considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted.

1 1  He  received  the  sign  of  circum- 
cision, a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet 
being  uncircumcised :  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  aU  of 
them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised,  that  ri^^ 
rH>usness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  alsa 
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Mk.  16: 15  He  said  unto  them.  Go  je  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  eyerj  creature.  16  He  that  belie veth  and 
is  baptized,  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not,  shall  be 
damned. 

Jn.  1:  12  As  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  Grod,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his 
name.  -—3: 16  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  onlj 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him,  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.

tions, whose  builder  and  maker  is  Grod.  13  These  all  died  in 
fiutt,  not  having  received  the  promises,  but  having  seen  them 
■fiff  oSf  and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced  them,  and 
confessed  that  thej  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth.

16  And  there  shidl  hean  lugh- 
waj  for  the  remnant  of  his  people,  which  shall  he  left,  fnmt 
Assyria;  like  as  it  was  to  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  —  27:  6  He  shall  cause  them  that 
come  of  Jacob  to  take  root ;  Israel  shall  blossom  and  bud,  and 
fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  fruit.  18  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass  in  that  day,  tluU  the  great  trumpet  shall  be  blown,  and 
they  shall  come  which  were  ready  to  perish  in  the  land  <^ 
Assyria,  and  the  outcasts  in  the  land  o£  Egypt,  and  shall  wor- 
ship the  Lord  in  the  holy  mount  at  Jerusalem.  —  49:  22  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  my  hand  to  the 
Grentiles,  and  set  up  my  standard  to  the  people :  and  they  shall 
bring  thy  sons  in  their  arms,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried 
upon  their  shoulders.  23  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing 
fathers,  and  their  queens  thy  nursing  mothers. 

Jer.  3: 17  At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  the  thront* 
of  the  Lord  ;  and  all  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it,  to 
the  name  of  Uie  Lord,  to  Jerusalem :  neither  diall  they  walk 
any  more  after  the  imagination  of  their  evil  heart.  18  Li 
those  days  the  house  of  Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  come  together  out  of  the  land  of  the 
north  to  the  land  that  I  have  given  for  an  inheritance  unto 
your  fathers. — •  16: 14  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  it  shall  no  more  be  said.  The  Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up 
the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  15  But,  The 
Lord  liveth,  that  brought  up  the  diildren  of  Israel  from  the 
land  of  the  n<»rth,  and  finom  all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven 
them :  and  I  will  bring  them  again  into  their  land  that  I  gave 
unto  their  fathers.  16  Behold,  I  will  send  for  many  fishers, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  they  shall  fish  them ;  and  after  will  I  send 
for  many  hunters,  and  they  shall  hunt  Uiem  from  every 
mountain,  and  from  every  lull,  and  out  of  the  holes  of  the 

Ezk.  20:  40  For  in  my  holy  mountain,  in  the  mountain  (^the 
heieht  of  Israel,  sailh  the  Lord  GU^d,  there  shall  all  the  house 
of  brael,  all  of  them  in  the  land,.serve  me :  there  will  I  accept 
<hem,  and  there  will  I  require  your  offerings,  and  the  fint 
fruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all  your  holv  t^ngs.  41  I  wiU 
accept  you  with  your  sweet  savor,  when  I  bring  you  out  from 
the  people,  and  gath^  you  out  of  the  countries  wher^  ye 
have  been  scattered;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you  before  the 
heathen.    42  And  ye  riiall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  when  1 
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shall  bring  jou  into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  countiy  ^br  the 
which  I  lifted  up  my  hand  to  give  it  to  your  fathers.  —  34: 18 
I  will  bring  them  out  from  the  people,  and  gather  them 
from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their  own  land, 
and  feed. them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the  rivers, 
and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the  country.  23  And  I 
will  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and  he  shall  feed  them, 
even  my  servant  David ;  he  shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be 
their  shepherd.  24  And  I  the  Lord  will  be  their  Grod,  and 
my  servant  David  a  prince  among  them ;  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it,  25  And  I  will  make  with  them  a  covenant  of 
peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of  the  land :

86:  1  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  and  say,  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word*  of 
the  Lord  :  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy 
hath  said  against  you.  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are 
ours  in  possession :  3  Therefore, prophesy  and  say.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  have  made  you  desolate,  and 
swallowed  you  up  on  every  side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession 
unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  ye  are  taken  up  in  the 
lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the  people  :  4  Therefore, 
ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus 
saith  tl^e  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the 
rivers,  and  to«the  valleys,  to  the  desolate*  wastes,  and  to  the 
cities  that  are  forsaken,  wnich  became  a  prey  and  derision  to 
the  residue  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about ;  5  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Surely  in  the  fire  of  my  jealousy 
have  I  spoken  against  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  against 
all  Idumea,  which  have  appointed  my  land  into  their  possea- 
iion  with  the  joy  of  all  their  heart,  with  despiteful  minds,  to 
cast  it  out  for  a  prey.

13  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  say  unto  you. 
Thou  land  devourest  up  men,  and  hast  bereaved  thy  nations ; 

14  Therefore,  thou  shalt  devour  men  no  more,  neither  bereave 
thy  nations  any  more,  saith  the  Lord  God.  15  Neither  will  I 
cause  men  to  hear  in  thee  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  bear  the  reproach  of  the  people  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  cause  thy  nations  to  fall  any  more,  saith  the 
Lord  God.

84  And  the  desolate  land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  lay  deso- 
late in  the  sight  of  all  that  passed  by.

in  jour  own  land :  then  shall  je  know  that  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it,  and  performed  tV,  saith  the  Lord.  16  Moreover, 
thou  son  of  man,  take  thee  one  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For 
Jndah,  and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  companions :  then 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of 
Ephraim,  ssidfor  all  the  house  of  leo^ael  his  companions :  17 
And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  stick ;  and  thej  shall 
become  one  in  thj  hand.  18  And  when  the  ciuldren  of  thj 
people  shall  speak  onto  thee,9ajing.  Wilt  thou  not  shew  us  whai 
thou  meanest  by  these?  19  Saj  anto  than.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  wiU  take  the  stick  of  Joseph,  whidi  is  in 
the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  Ins  fellows,  and 
will  put  them  with  him,  even  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  and  Riake 
them  one  stick,  and  thej  shall  be  one  in  mj  hand.  20  And 
the  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thj  hand  before 
tiieir  eves.

Now  will  I  bring  again  the  ci^iyity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy 
upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my 
holy  name ;  28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  atn  the  Lord 
thiir  God,  which  caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among 
the  heathen :  but  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own  lan^ 
aad^hsve  left  n<me  oi  them  any  more  there.  29  Neither  will 
I  ht^  my  &oe  any  more  from  them :  for  I  have  poured  out 
nj  Spirit  upon  the  house  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God.

—  1'2:  2 
Behold,  I  will  make  Jerusalem  a  cup  of  trembling  unto  all  the 
people  round  about,  when  they  shall  be  in  the  siege  both  against 
JudbUi  and  against  Jerusalem.

27:  7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote 
him  ?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaughter  of  them  that  are 
slain  bj  him  ?  9  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged ;  and  this  %s  all  the  fruit  to  take  away  his  sin ;  when 
he  maketh  all  the  stones  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are 
beaten  in  sunder,  the  groves  and  images  shall  not  stand  up.

— 24:  25  As  he  reasoned 
of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment  to  come,  Felix 
trembled. 

Bom.  14:  10  Why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother?  or  why  dost 
thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before 
the  judgment-seat  of  Christ  12  So  then  every  one  of  us 
shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God. 

2  Cor.  5:  10  We  must  aU  appear  before  the  judgmeiit-seat 
of  Christ ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  Atf 
body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad.

385.  The  Judgment  day  wiU  come  mddenJy  and  unexpectedly. 

Mat.  24:  37  As  the  days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  com- 
ing of  ihe  Son  of  man  be.  38  For  as  in  the  days  that  were 
before  the  fiood,  they  were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark, 
39  And  knew  not  until  the  fiood  came,  and  took  them  aU 
away:  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  .of  man  be.— - 
25:  13  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  oometh. 

Mk.  13:  32  Of  that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no, 
not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the 
Father.  33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray :  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  time  is.  35  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye  know  not 
when  the  master  of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight, 
or  at  the  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning :  36  Lest  coming 
snddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping.

25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into 
his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  time.  2r 
But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  domin 
ion  to  consume  and  to  destory  it  unto  the  end. 
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3  Th.  2: 3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  bj  anj  means :  for  thai 
day  ihaU  not  come,  except  there  come  a  ^ing  away  first, 
ani  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition ;  4  Who 
opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  called  Grod,  or 
that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he,  as  God;  sitteth  in  the  temple  of 
Grod,  shewing  himself  that  he  is  God.  5  Remember  ye  not, 
that  when  I  was  yet  with  you,  I  told  you  these  things  ?  6  And 
now  ye  know  what  withhddeth  that  he  might  be  revealed  in 
his  time.  7  For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  doth  already  work : 
only  he  who  now  letteth  will  lei,  until  he  be  taken  out  of  the 
way.  8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
ihidl  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  his  coming :  9  JEven  himj  whose  coming 
is  after  the  working  of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs,  and 
lying  wonders,  10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unright- 
eousness in  them  that  perish ;  because  they  received  not  the 
love  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved. 

1  Tim.  4: 1  The  Spirit  spea^Leth  expressly,  that  in  the  latter 
times  some  shall  depart  from  the  Mth,  giving  heed  to  seducing 
spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils  ;  2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy, 
Ibmng  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron,;  8  Forbidding  to 
BMrry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  £tx)m  meats,  which  God  bath 
created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of  them  which  believe 
and  know  the  truth. 

Rev.  13:  11  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth,  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 
m  dragon.  12  And  he  exerdseth  all  the  power  of  the  first 
beast  before  him,  and  causeth  the  earth  and  thext  which  dwell 
therein  to  worship  the  first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  waa 
healed.  13  And  he  doeth  great  wonders,  so  that  he  mak* 
eth  fire  come  down  from  heaven  on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of 
men,  14  And  deceiveth  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  Um 
means  of  those  miracles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight 
of  the  beast ;  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they 
should  make  an  image  to  the  beast,  which  had  the  wound  by  a 
•word,  and  did  live.  15  And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto 
the  image  of  the  beast,  that  the  image  of  the  beast  should  both 
•peak,  and  cause  that  as  many  as  would  not  worship  the  image 
ef  the  beast  should  be  killed.  16  And  he  causeth  all,  both 
imall  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark 
in  their  right  hand,  or  in  their  foreheads;  17  And  that  no 
man  might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark,  or  the  name 
of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name.  18  Here  is  wisdom* 
Let  him  that  hath  understanding  count  the  number  of  the 
beast :  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man ;  and  his  number  u  Six 
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hundred  threescore  and  six.  — 17:  1  There  came  <me  of  the 
aeven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me, 
saying  unto  me,  Come  hither ;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters ;  2 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  conmiitted  fornication, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk  with 
the  wine  of  her  fornication.  3  So  he  carried  me  awaj  in  the 
spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a 
scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns.  4  And  the  woman  was  arrajed  in  pur- 
ple and  scarlet-color,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones 
and  pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  In  her  hand  full  of  abominar 
tions  and  filthiness  of  her  fornication :  5  And  upon  her  fore- 
head was  a  name  written,  MYSTERY,  BABYLON  THE 
GREAT,  THE  MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS  AND  ABOM- 
INATIONS  OF  THE  EARTH.  6  And  I  saw  the  woman 
drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints,  and  with  the  blood  of 
the  martjTS  of  Jesus :  and  when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered  with 
great  admiration.  7  And  the  angel  said  unto  me.  Wherefore 
didst  thou  marvel  ?  I  will  tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman, 
and  of  the  beast,  that  carrieth  her,  which  hath  the  seven 
heads,  and  ten  horns.  18  And  the  woman  which  thou 
sawest  is  that  great  city,  which  reigneth  over  the  kings  of 
the  earth.

give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Ac  8:  14  When  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  15  Who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost  — 15:  6  The  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter.

12  Then  all  the  multitude  kept 
Bilence,  and  gave  audience  to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring 
what  miracles  and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gen- 
tiles by  them.  13  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James 
answered,  saying,  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me.  14 
Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the  Gen- 
tiles, to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name.  15  And  to 
this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written,  16  Ailer 
this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle  of  David 
which  is  fallen  down  ;  and  I  will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof, 
and  I  will  set  it  up :  17  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek 
afler  (he  Lord,  and  all  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom  my  name  is 
called,  saith  the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things.  18  Ejiown 
unto  Grod  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 
19  Wlierefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them, 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God :  20  But 
that  we  write  imto  them  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions  of 
idols,  and /rom  fornication,  and /rom  things  strangled,  and/rom 
blood. 

1  Pet  5:  1  The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who 
am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  suflerings  of  Christ,  and 
also  a  partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed. 

620.  Dreadful  end  of  Popery, 

Dan.  7:  11  I  beheld  then  because  of  the  voice  of  the  great 
words  which  the  horn  spake :  I  beheld  even  tiU  the  beast  was 
lilain,  and  his  body  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  fiame.

— 19:1  Afler  these  things  I  heard  ji  great  voice 
of  much  people  in  heaven,  saying,  Alleluia:  Salvation,  and 
glory,  and  honor,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God :  2  For 
true  and  righteous  are  his  judgments :  for  he  hath  judged  the 
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great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  fomicatioB, 
and  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand.  3  And 
again  they  said,  Alleluia.

Id:  14  I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  tha 
grave;  I  will  redeem  them  from  death:  O  death,  I  will  be  thy 
plagues,  O  grave,  I  will  be  thy  destruction. 

Lk.  20:  37  That  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  Grod  of  Abraham,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  Grod  of  Jacob.  38  For  he  is  not  a 
God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living. 

Jn.  5:  28  IViarvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  29  And 
shall  come  forth.

39  And  when 
all  the  people  saw  tY,  they  fell  on  their  faces :  and  ihey  said, 
The  Lord,  he  is  the  Grod ;  the  Lord,  he  is  the  God. 

2  K.  23:  3  The  kmg  [Josiah]  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a 
covenant  before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  Uie  Lord,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes, 
with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of 
this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the 
people  stood  to  the  covenant  21  The  king  commanded  all 
the  people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your 
God,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  this  covenant.  22  Surely 
there  was  not  holden  such  a  passover  from  the  dajs  of  the 
judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of 
Isi-ael,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah. 

2  Ch.  30:  1 1  Divers  of  Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  Zebulon 
humbled  themselves,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  12  Also  in 
Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them  one  heart  to  do  the 
commandment  of  the  king  [Hezekiah]  and  of  the  princes,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord.  13  And  there  assembled  at  Jerusalem 
much  people  to  keep  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  in  the  second 
month,  a  very  great  congregation.

26  So  there  was  great  joy  in  Jeru- 
salem :  for  since  the  time  of  Solomon  the  son  of  David  king 
of  Israel  there  was  not  the  like  in  Jerusalem.  27  Then  the 
priests  the  Levites  arose  and  blessed  the  people :  and  their 
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r<Hce  was  heard,  and  their  prayer  came  up  to  hia  holy  dwelling- 
place,  even  unto  heaven. 

Neh.  6;  2  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  before  the  con- 
pregation  both  of  men  and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear  with 
understanding,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month.  S 
And  he  read  therein  before  the  street  that  tmu  before  the 
water-gate  from  the  morning  until  mid-day,  before  the  men 
and  the  women,  and  those  that  could  understand ;  and  the  ears 
of  all  the  people  u>ere  attentive  unto  the  book  of  the  law.  6 
And  Ezra  bkssed  the  Lord,  the  great  God.  And  all  the 
people  answered,  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  up  their  hands : 
and  they  bowed  their  heads,  and  worshipped  the  Lord  with 
l/ieir  faces  to  the  ground.  9  And  Nehemiah,  which  w  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Leviles  that 
taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people.  This  day  tj  holy 
unto  the  LoBD  your  Giod ;  mourn  not,  nor  weep.  For  all  the 
people  wept,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law. 

Jer.  2:  2  Go,aiidcry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Thus 
saitb  the  Lord  ;  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 
the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 
wilderness,  in  a  land  lAal  wot  not  sown.  3  Israel  teat  holiness 
into  the  Lord,  and  the  first-fruiis  of  his  increase. 

Ac.  2:  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word,  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  42  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.

625.  Riches  and  prosperity  have  a  corrupting  and  dangerous  tendency. 

Gkn.  13: 10  Lot  Ufled  up  his  eyes,  and  beheld  all  the  plain 
of  Jordan,  that  it  trot  well  watered  evexr  where,  before  tha 
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LoitD  destroyed  Sodom  and  Gomon-ah,  n'wi  as  the  garden  rf 
the  Lord,  like  the  liuid  of  Eg^pt,  &3  thou  coqiest  unto  Zoar. 
11  Then  Lot  chose  him  all  the  plain  of  Jordan;  and  Lot  jour- 
nejed  east :  and  they  separated  themselves  the  one  from  the 
other.  12  Abram  dtrelled  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  Lot 
dwelled  in  the  cities  of  the  plain,  and  pitched  bit  tent  toward 
Bodom.  13  But  the  men  of  Sodom  were  wicked  and  einnera 
before  the  Lobd,  exceedingly.

increase  bf  the  tielUs ;  and  he  made  him  to  suck  honey  out  of 
the  rock,  and  oil  out  of  the  flinty  rock  ;  14  Butter  of  kine,  and 
milk  of  8heep,  with  fat  of  lambs,  and  rams  of  the  bT«ed  of 
Bashan,  and  goats,  with  the  fat  of  kidneys  of  wheat ;  and  thoo 
didst  drink  the  pure  blood  of  the  grape.  1'^  But  Jeshuron 
waxed  fat,  and  kicked :  lliou  art  waxen  fat,  thon  art  grown  thick, 
thou  art  covered  withfctlnew;  then  he  forsook  God  toii'cA  made 
him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the  Rook  of  his  salvation. 

2  Ch.  26:  3  Sixteen  years  old  icat  Uzziah  when  he  began  to 
reign,  and  he  reigned  fitly  and  two  years  in  Jerusalem.  5  -And 
he  sought  God  in  the  days  of  Zechariah,  who  had  understanding 
in  the  visions  of  God :  and,  as  long  as  he  sought  the  LoSD, 
God  made  him  to  prosper.  15  And  his  name  spread  far 
abroad ;  for  he  was  marvellously  helped,  till  he  was  strong 
16  But  when  he  was  strong,  his  heart  was  lifted  up  to  Au 
destruction.

13  There  is  a  sore  evil  which  I  have  seen 
under  the  sun,  namdy^  riches  kept  for  the  owners  thereof  to 
their  hurt. 

22:  21  I  spake  unto  thee  in  thj  prosperity ;  hui  thoa 
saidst,  I  will  not  hear. 

£zk.  16:  49  Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  tlij  sister 
Sodom,  pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness  was 
in  her  and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the 
hand  of  the  poor  and  needy.

19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man  or  a  fool?  yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labor  where- 
in I  have  labored,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed  myself  wise 
imder  the  sun.  This  it  also  vanity. '*>:  10  He  that  loreth  silver 
shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver ;  nor  he  that  loveih  abundance 
with  increase :  this  t'f  also  vanity.  11  When  goods  increase,  tl-^y 
are  inin-eaaed  that  eat  ihcm :  and  what  good  it  liiere  to  Um 
vtrners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyra.

1 6  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beck- 
oning  with  At*  hand,Biud,  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God, 
give  audience.  42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the  ■ 
synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be 
preached  to  tliem  the  next  sabbath.  44  And  the  next  sabbath- 
day  came  almost  the  whole  cily  together  to  hear  the  word  of 
God. — 15:  21  Moaes  of  old  time  hath  in  every  dty  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 
— 17:2  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in  unto  them,  and 
three  sabbath-days  reasoned  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures.
